GENERAL PATTON DIES" 
FROM INJURIES 


(GENERAL GEORGE PATTON 
died yesterday in the as mo 
hospital at Heidelberg. His dea 
was announced by Brig.-General 
.M. Willen, Chief of Staff, US. 
Seventh Army, who added that the 
General died peacefully. 

General Patton, who was 60 years 
of age, received injuries to the 
spine when a car in which he‘ was 
travelling collided with.a lorry near 
Mannheim on December 9th. Recent 
announcements had reported his 
condition as improved, but a serious 
change for the worse occurred 
yesterday, owing to pulmona 
complications, and his death too 
place at 5.50 p.m. (local time). 
Colonel Glen Spurling, of the 
U.S. Surgeon-General’s Office, who 
flew to Heidelburg last week with 
Mrs. Patton, said last night that the 
cause of General Patton’s death was 
a blood clot, followed by sudden 
heart fail. .e. 

Mrs. Patton was brought into the 
room just as the General died, and 
was by his side, 

She decided last night that the 
General wo.ld be buried some- 
where in north-west Europe. This 
decision has been approved by the 
U.S. War Department, but no site 
has been ae decided upon. It will 
probably be at some spot connected 
with the -U.S. when 
under General Patton’s command, 
such as St. Lo, in France. 

It is believed the funeral will take 
place on Monday. ”*

VINDICATED IN WAR 


During the drive across France, 
until V-E day and the lifting of the 
censorship, none of his utterances 
was allowed to be published. 
advocate of tank warfare since 1918, 
General Patton’s theories of warfare 
were often ridiculed in the days of 
peace, but, when the war proved 
him right, he became a leading 
general. 

Variously known throughout the 
military world as “Old Blood and 
Guts,” “Green Hornet” and 
“ Gorgeous George,” General Patton 
always carried a  pearl-handied 
six-shooter revolver, and sometimes 
two: He had the reputation of 
being a brilliant, emotional, Goring,

Stocktaking revealed _ serious 
losses in many shops, often of 
goods irreplaceable in the present 
difficult supply conditions. Ail along 
Princes street provision shops 
suffered extensively, and there and 
in the neighbouring thoroughfares 
large quantities of tea, sugar and 
other perishable foodstuffs were 
ruined.

The 1,150 passengers who arrived 
at Dun Laoghaire yesterday from 
Holyhead in the mail boat Cambria 
had a rough crossing in the easterly 
gale which swept the Channel. 

Many people were left behind at 
Holyhead. 

Huge waves broke over the piers 
in Bray and Dun Laoghaire har- 
bours. The sea roads and a number 
of houses in Bray were flooded. — 

The Wexford-Dublin mail train 
was delayed for several hours at 
Wicklow owing to the railway line 
being flooded south of Greystones. 

The herring drifter Pride of Ross- 
lare got her propeller entangled in 
nets off Rosslare. and was in danger 
for a time of being driven on a 
lee shore. The tender Emerald Isle 
went to her assistance, and towed 
the disabled vessel, with her crew 
of five, safe to harbour. 

The Government fisheries cruiser 
Muirchu dragged her anchor 
Rosslare Bay. 

Railway lines and roads were 
flooded and damaged, mines drifted 
ashore, and shops lost thousands 
of pounds worth of goods in 
England. 

West of England trains had to be 
diverted when ballast was washed 
away from the main line between 
Dawlish and Starcross yesterday 
morning.

But I do believe that if we are not 
too ambitious, and if we can 
proceed step by step, making good 
one. position before moving on to 
another, then the frail and wayward 
inhabitants of this wicked world 
might be able to make some pro- 
gress towards a better ordering of 
their affairs. 

At the moment, so far from pro- 
gressing in the right direction, 
there is grave danger of slipping 
back into a worse situation than 
we presently enjoy. Take, for 
instance, the question of the con- 
tinued existence of the Combined 
Chiefs of Staff in Washington. By 
all accounts this was one of the 
few good things which came out 
of the war. Under the stress of 
common danger, and guided by the 
inspired leadership of Winston 
Churchill and Franklin Roosevelt, 
the Combined Chiefs of Staff were {| 
established, and they were the 
effective body which waged war in 
Europe no less than in the Pacific. 


DEVOTED MEN 


It is difficult for a layman fully to 
assess the magnitude of the achieve- 
ment of this body of devoted men. 
So let us quote expert opinion.

PRO-ABOLITIONIST 


What is their argument? Those 
who wish to abolish this organisa- 
tion say that its functions have been 
superseded by the Security Council 
of the United Nations Organisation, 
and that for Britain and America to 
have a special relationship in the 
field of defence would only provoke 
suspicion on the part of other 
Powers. Particularly, it is suggested 
that Russia would object.. This is 
sheer nonsense. Russia never 
objected to this arrangement during 
the war. Why should she object 
now? ‘What shocking humbug all 
this is! What a perversion of all 
good sense! It was the combina- 
tion of Britain and the United 
States which did more than anything 
else to win this war. If we had re- 
mained united after 1918, there 
would have been no war in 1939, 
and, if we can only remain united 
now, we have an excellent chance 
of avoiding another war. 

This question of the retention or 
abolition of the Combined Chiefs 
of Staff is the acid test of whether 
Britain and America really mean 
business. If they do mean busi- 
ness and are determined to per- 
petuate their partnership, not only 
in their own interests, but in the in- 
terests of the world, it is vital that 
the Combined Chiefs of Staff should 
be continued. The winding-up of 
this organisation would be a signal 
of defeatism and surrender to the 
whole world. Its perpetuation into 
the peace will not by itself guaran- 
tee our security, but will at least 
be a proof that we have learned 
something from our previous mis- 
takes; and that, even if we are not 
yet marching forward, we are not 
retreating from the high road that 
led us to victory.

AFTER HITLER’S DEATH 


Some time before the ending ot 
the war with Germany, when the 
death of Adolf Hitler was reported, 
Mr. de Valera visited the German 
Legation to express his formal 
sympathy. For this act he was 
much criticised. His subsequent 
explanation was in effect that he 
was merely carrying out the usual 
diplomatic courtesy as between 
nations which maintained friendly 
relations with each other. Some 
time before this, on the death 
of President Roosevelt, Mr. de 
Valera had moved the suspension of 
the Dail as a mark of respect to the 
head of another friendly nation. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, then 
British Prime Minister, in a broad- 
cast speech, took exception to Mr de 
Valera’s attitude during the war, 
and particularly to his visit to the 
German Legation, to which Mr. de 
Valera replied in another broadcast, 
in terms which he admitted he 
would not have used if he. were 
making the same speech a. quarter 
of a | mg earlier. 

Among the more notable events 
in the Dail during the year was 
the explicit statement of the 
Taoiseach that this country is a 
Republic. This was in reply: to a 
quay of Mr. Dillon on the debate 
on the estimate for the Taoiseach’s 
Department. A week later when the 
estimates for the Department of 
External Affairs were before the 
House, the Taoiseach further 
elaborated this reply by quoting 
from various dictionaries and 
encyclopedias the definition of the 
word “republic,” and asserted that

very respect in accord with the 
definitions. Deputy Dillon followed 
his query with another, asking 
whether Eire was, or is, a member 
of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. The Taoiseach replied: 
“That is a question for which the 
matsrial necessary for a conclusive 
answer is not fully available.

element is in the constitution of the 
British Cortimonwealth.” 

Another mattér upon which the 
Government still’ has an open mind 
is whether ‘it will seek membership

AFTER HITLER’S DEATH 


Some time before the ending of 
the wer with Germany, when the 
death of Adolf Hitler was reported, 
Mr. de Valera visited the German 
Legation to express his formal 
sympathy. For this act he was 
much criticised. His subsequent 
explanation was in effect that he 
was merely carrying out the usual - 
diplomatic courtesy as between 
nations which maintained friendly 
relations with each other. Some 
time before this, on the death 
of President Roosevelt, Mr. de 
Valera had moved the suspension of 
the Dail as a mark of respect to the 
head of another friendly nation. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, then. 
British Prime Minister, in a broad- 
cast speech, took exception to Mr de 
Valera’s attitude during the war, 
and particularly to his visit to the 
German Legation. to which Mr. de 
Valera replied in another broadcast, 
in terms which he admitted he 
would not have used if he- were 
making the same speech a.quarter 
of a century earlier. 

Among the more notable events 
in the Dail during the year was 
the explicit statement of the 
Taoiseach that this country is a 
Republic.

IRELAND has sent in a engc

"The world's premier team compéti- 
tion in tennis will be only a shadow 
óf its pre-war self, for it is unlikely

Dr. Dollfuss, assassinated. Then 
the Austrians lost heart. They 
were, as they still are, of German 
blood. Their economic plight was 
growing worse every day, and 
when Adolf Hitler started his 
campaign in favour of the 
Anschluss,. he found many 
supporters among the Austrian 
population. No Austrian ' ever 
liked a Prussian; but Hitler’s 
proposal was a pis aller. Political 
fusion with Nazi Germany would 
give the Austrians that economic 
security which they had failed so 
painfully to secure’ under the 
terms of the Treaty of 
St. Germain. Consequently, when 
the Anschluss became an accom- 
plished fact, and the Germans 
marched into Vienna, the Nazis 
were. able without difficulty to 
obtain a popular mandate, and 
Austria, almost before she had 
time to: realise what was happen- 
ing, became an integral part of 
the German Reich. 

During the war Austria had 
nothing to say. Her men were 
used as cannon-fodder by the 
Nazis, and, when the Russians 
thrust towards the west, ‘they 
treated the Austrians as they 
treated the Germans, particularly 
since the Wehrmacht chose the 
city of Vienna as one of the 
bastions of Germany’s defence. 
The Red Army took possession 
of Austria. Shortly afterwards, 
without reference either to the 
British or to the Americans, the 
Russians declared an Austrian 
Republic, appointing a certain 
Dr. Renner as its first Prime 
Minister. At first the Anglo- 
Saxon Allies refused to have any- 
thing to do with the Avystrian 
Republic, taking the view that it 
was merely another “puppet” 
State, set up by the Russians for 
their own purposes. Then the 
general elections were held, Most 
people in Western Europe 
believed that the results would be 
a foregone conclusion; but they 
were. wrong. Actually the elec- 
tions were completely “ free.” 
The Communists failed to obtain 
a majority, and the Austrians, 


} true to their Catholic tiadition, 


voted for a Parliament which has 
chosen Dr. Figl, leader of the 
Catholic Party, as its first 
Chancellor and Prime Minister. 
By means of an. ingenious com- 
promise, Dr. Renner, the Russians’ 
original choice, has been made 
President of the Republic. With 
his feet on reasonably firm 
ground, the new Chancellor, in 
his opening speech to the Austrian 
Parliament, has raised an issue 
‘that has been occupying Austrian 
minds ever since the first World 
War. In 1914, Italy had been a 
member of the Triple Alliance, 
with Germany and Austria- 
Hungary. She did not join her 
allies, but in 1915 entered the 
war on the side of the Triple 
Entente—Britain, France and 
Russia, Her military achieve- 
ments were not. particularly 
striking; but, when peace was 
made, she was awarded certain 
territories—notably the South 
Tyrol—which formerly had been 
under Austrian rule and were 
almost entirely German-speaking. 
Between the wars, Italy's adminis- 
tration of the South Tyrol left 
much to be desired. Mussolini's 
Government, for example, insisted 
that'even the inscriptions on the
